RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Broad  demand  for  fed  cattle,  following 
curtailed  numbers  the  previous  holiday  week, 
influenced  upturns  on  an  increased  volume 
of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  most  mid- 
west markets.  The  general  trend  was  steady  to 
25£  higher  with  sales  at  Omaha  steady  to  50# 
up.  However,  at  Chicago  late. sales  were  steady 
to  25£  below  the  high  close  of  the  previous  . 
week.  Slaughter  cows  sold  steady  to  50£  lower 
at  most  centers.  Feeder  cattle  and  calves 
were  steady  to  strong  at  midwest  points  and 
steady  to  50#  higher  at  Oklahoma  City  and  Fort 
Worth.  Barrows  and  gilts  as  well  as  sows  sold 
steady  to  50#  higher  for  the  week.   Spring 
slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  50#  higher 
aside  from  the  50£-$1.00  decline  at  Denver. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Despite  in- 
creased receipts,  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
sold  steady  to  25#  higher  at  most  markets. 
There  were  two  principal  exceptions  as  steers 
in  Omaha  were  strong  to  50#  higher,  and  most 
steers  in  Chicago  steady  to  25£  lower.  There 
was  broad  demand  for  fed  cattle  following  cur- 
tailed receipts  and  slaughtering  during  the 
preceding  short  holiday  week.  Thus,  prices  at 
most  markets  showed  small  additional  advances 
despite  increased  receipts.  Cows  sold  steady 
to  50£  lower  at  most  points  but  25-50#  higher 
in  Omaha  and  Oklahoma  City.  Bulls,  however, 
uniformly  steady  to  50£  higher,  and  vealers 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  leading  markets  for 
this  class  of  small  stock.  The  percentage  of 
cows  in  receipts  showed  some  increase,  and 
marketings  of  feeder  stock  increased  sharply 
in  Kansas  City.  At  the  majority  of  points, 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  grading  Good  to 
average-Choice  were  most  prominent  in  receipts. 
Average  weights  were  lighter  at  several  major 
markets.  Steer  weights  at  the  7  markets  aver- 
aged 1101-/,  1L?  below  the  previous  week,  36,-/ 
below  a  year  ago,  and  were  the  lightest  for 
any  week  in  about  4  years.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Moderate  mid- 
July  receipts  of  feeder  cattle  and  calves  were 
unevenly  distributed  between  the  various  termi- 
nal markets.  At  Oklahoma  City  numbers  were 
among  the  largest  for  that  market  in  recent 
months  and  Kansas  City  received  a  sharp  increase 
in  the  number  of  feeders.  However,  at  Omaha  only 
7  percent  of  the  receipts  consisted  of  feeder 
classes.  At  several  markets  supplies  were  too 
small  to  furnish  an  adequate  test  of  demand  and 
price  levels.  Quality  as  a  whole  was  typical 
of  that  normally  seen  at  this  time  of  year,  be- 
ing at  a  relatively  low  level  as  compared  to 
that  usually  witnessed  at  the  height  of  the 
fall  marketing  season.  Even  so,  a  moderate  per- 
centage of  the  over-all  supply  consisted  of 
Choice  offerings  and  a  fairly  large  percentage 
of  the  shipments  were  of  mixed  Good  and  Choice 
grades. 

Trading  at  midwest  markets  generally  was 
fairly,  active  at  steady  to  strong  prices  and  at 
southwestern  markets  a  higher  trend  developed. 
Oklahoma  City  and  Fort  Worth  were  steady  to  50# 
higher  and  at  Wichita  prices  were  500  to  $1.50 
higher.  An  abundance  of  grain  feeds,  above 
average  mid-summer  grazing  conditions  in  some 
areas  and,  the  continued  maintenance  of  slaugh- 
ter cattle  at  prices  considerably  higher  than 
a  year  ago  all  were  factors  tending  to  stimu- 
late a  relatively  good  July  demand  for  feeders.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  prices 
charted  an  uneven  course  throughout  the  week. 
On  Monday  and  Tuesday  price  trends  were  lower 
with  liberal  supplies  influencing  the  bearish 
trade .  At  midweek  an  improved  demand  stimu- 
lated upturns,  and  a  substantial  advance  was  re- 
corded Thursday,  especially  in  the  easterm 
Corn  Belt.  At  that  time  oarrow  and  gilt 
prices  at  Chicago  were  at  the  highest  level 
since  September,  1961,  and  National  Stockyard's 
prices  were  the  highest  in  seventeen  months. 
The  latter  upturns  were  partially  erased  Friday 
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when  demand  narrowed  considerably. 

Barrows  and  gilts  closed  steady  to  500 
higher  than  the  previous  week's  close,  mainly 
steady  to  250  higher.  Indianapolis  was  an 
exception  with  a  mostly  steady  to  250  lower 
trend.  Sows  were  steady  to  500  higher,  ex- 
cluding weights  above  400/  at  Sioux  Falls  which 
were  25-500  lower.  Sows  comprised  18  percent 
of  the  eight  market  total,  ranging  from  only 
8  percent  of  the  run  at  Kansas  City  and  up  to 
30  percent  of  the  receipts  at  St.  Paul.  At  the 
twelve  markets  hog  supplies  were  23  percent 
greater  than  the  July  4  week  and  7  percent 
larger  than  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago.

SHEEP  AND  LAKBS-  Receipts  at  the  12  major 
markets  totaled  86,000  head,  compared  with 
51,000  during  the  holiday  shortened  period  last 
week  and  99,000  a  year  ago.  Fairly  liberal 
supplies  tended  to  narrow  demand  as  the  week 
progressed  and  prices  declined  on  late  sessions, 
erasing  part  of  early  advances.  Compared  with 
previous  week's  close,  spring  slaughter  lambs 


and  the  limited  volume  shorn  old-crop  slaughter 
lambs  and  yearlings  closed  steady  to  500  higher, 
however,  spring  lambs  at  Denver  were  5O0-$1.OO 
lower.  Slaughter  ewes  were  mostly  steady.  Feed- 
er lambs  sold  generally  steady.

There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  the  movement  of 
slaughter  cattle  and  in  addition,  packers  drew 
heavily  from  their  cattle  in  Commercial  feed- 
lots.  Trade  was  active  and  prices  on  slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  were  steady  to  500  higher. 
Only  a  few  feeder  cattle  and  calves  moved 
and  prices  were  steady.  Most  slaughter  cattle 
sold  for  immediate  delivery  but  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  contracts  for  de- 
livery from  August  1  to  October  15.  Slaughter 
lambs  were  steady,  the  volume  relatively  small 
but  some  contracting  was  reported  in  Nevada.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  were  slow 
in  the  Boston  market,  prices  held  about 
steady.  Small  lots  of  woolen  wools  and  noils 
sold  at  unchanged  prices.  The  small  volume 
of  unsold  wool  in  the  domestic  primary  areas 
remained  in  strong  hands. 

The  Australian  auctions  will  close  for 
the  season  on  July  12.  Midweek  cables  indi- 
cated a  poor  selection  of  mostly  "B"  and  "C" 
fault  wools  with  Japan  and  Continental  inter- 
ests the  chief  buyers.  Best  wools  were 
slightly  easier  with  others  unchanged.  The 
South  American  markets  remained  dormant  while 
the  Cape  and  New  Zealand  auctions  were  closed 
for  the  season. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/62s  staple  fleece 
wools  sold  around  $1.16-1.18  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Spot  sales  were  negli- 
gible" Recent  range  sales  in  Oregon  included 
about  175,000  pounds  of  graded  medium  wools  at 
52/  while  45/  was  paid  for  common  and  braid. 
About  50,000  pounds  of  mixed  lambs  with  some 
ewes  wool  sold  at  45/  grease  basis  to  be 
delivered  Portland  in  August. 

Texas  Wools  -  Poor  style  12  months  wools 
continued  to  be  sold  in  Texas  around  $1.23- 
1.25  clean  basis,  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  A  modest  weight  of  mohair  sold 
in  Texas  at  58J-/  for  adult  to  the  warehouse.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady 
to  $1.50  higher,  mostly  5O0-$1. 50  up;  cow  beef 
steady  to  500  lower;  veal  and  calf  steady  to 
$2.00  higher;  spring  lamb  steady  to  mostly  $1.00 
higher,  instances  $2.00  up;  pork  loins  $1.00-3.00 
higher  at  all  markets;  other  pork  cuts  steady  to 
$3.00  higher  with  spareribs  and  Boston  butts 
showing  most  upturn. 

Kosher  steer  forequarters  sold  mostly  around 
$1.00  higher.   Kosher  veal  and  calf  was  steady 
and  spring  lamb  sold  mainly  $1.00  lower. 

Supplies  were  near  normal  at  Washington, 
but  volume  at  other  markets  was  mostly  moderate. 
Demand  for  steer  beef  was  moderately  broad  and 
outlet  fairly  well  balanced  for  carcasses  and 
cuts.  Rounds  were  particularly  slow  early  at 
New  York,  but  moderately  active  at  the  close 
when  chain  buyers  became  aggressive.  Veal  and 
calf  moved  only  fair  and  preponderance  of  lower 
grades  slow  at  New  York.  Spring  lamb  was  favored 
somewhat  by  non-abundant  supply  at  Eastern 
markets  and  fairly  broad  interest  with  practi- 
cally all  buyers  active  to  some  degree.  Pork 
movement  continued  good  for  the  most  part  and 
carried  strong  market  tone  throughout.  Clear- 
ance was  generally  good  at  the  several  markets. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  steady, 
veal  unchanged,  spring  lamb  500  higher,  pork 
loins  8-16#  $1.00  higher,  Boston  butts  4-8#  and 
spareribs  3#  down  steady. 

All  classes  fresh  meat  in  mostly  moderate 
volume  for  the  week,  fresh  pork  tonnage  rather 
small  at  the  outset.   Good  and  Choice  quality 
represented  bulk  of  the  beef  supply,  spring  laml: 
in  the  main  35-55#. 

Carcass  beef  trade  at  the  best  time  ruled 
only  moderately  active  as  the  bulk  again  moved 
in  primal  cuts.  Demand  was  good  for  arm  and 
squarecut  chucks  and  particularly  rounds  which 
worked  to  higher  levels,  chucks  holding  steady 
with  upturns  of  the  previous  week.  Demand  moder- 
ate for  loins  but  narrow  for  ribs  and  these  fully 
$1.00  lower.  Veal  trade  was  moderately  active. 
Spring  lamb  trade  generally  fairly  active  through 
Wednesday,  slowing  somewhat  later.  All  lamb  cuts 
found  equal  distribution  in  a  fair  trade,  demand 
for  legs  noticeably  improved  over  last  week. 
Outlets  were  adequate  for  Boston  butts  and  spare- 
ribs.  Pork  loins  fairly  active  on  the  initial 
session  but  rather  slow  thereafter. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 


beef  sold  moderately  active,  steady  to  500 
higher  in  Southern  California  and  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  An  active  trade  under  a  good  de- 
mand at  steady  to  strong  prices  prevailed  in 
San  Francisco.   Cow  beef  was  fairly  active, 
strong  to  500  higher.   Calf  was  slow,  about 
steady  in  Los  Angeles;  veal  and  calf  steady 
to  strong  other  areas.  Spring  lamb  sold 
moderately  active,  steady  to  $1.50  higher  in 
the  Portland-Seattle  area;  weak  to  $1.00 
lower  in  San  Francisco;  and  slow,  steady, 
under  a  narrow  demand  in  Southern  California.

PHILADELPHIA  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  in 
an  uneven  trade.  Supplies  were  near  normal 
following  sharply  curtailed  volume  the  pre- 
vious holiday-shortened  week.  Trading  turned 
moderately  active  after  slowness  early.  Steer 
beef  closed  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  mostly 
strong  to  500  higher  at  Eastern  wholesale 
centers  and  Denver  while  prices  were  steady 
to  500  lower  at  midwest  shipping  points.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  JUNE  30,  1962 


The  seasonal  reduction  of  warehouse  stocks  of  meat  and  meat  products  was  somewhat 
greater  than  usual.  The  net  reduction  during  June  was  69  million  pounds  compared  with 
a  decline  of  27  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  decline  of  46 
million  pounds.  However,  stocks  at  517  million  pounds,  were  4  percent  greater  than 
a  year  earlier  and  1  percent  above  average  for  July  1.  Stocks  of  cooler  and  freezer 
beef,  at  127  million  pounds,  declined  14  million  pounds  during  June  compared  with  a 
2-million  pound  increase  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  decline  of  3  million 
pounds.  Total  pork  holdings  declined  46  million  pounds  compared  with  a  29  million 
pound  decline  during  June  1961  and  the  average  reduction  of  59  million  pounds.  Frozen 
pork  declined  47  million  pounds  while  cooler  pork  increased  one  million  pounds.  Other 
meats  totaled  97  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  8  million  pounds  from  June  1.

SUMMARY 

Domestic  meat  production  exceeded  year -earlier  levels  during  most  of 
the  first  half  of  this  year.  The  rise  was  due  to  increased  beef  and  pork 
production.  Veal,  lamb,  and  mutton  production  were  down  compared  with  the 
first  half  of  1961.   Imporxs  of  meat  the  first  half  of  this  year  increased 
sufficiently  to  provide  1  pound  more  meat  per  person  for  the  year  as  a  whole 
than  in  1961. 

Meat  production  the  last  half  of  this  year  also  likely  will  exceed  the 
July-December  output  of  1961.  The  increase  in  meat  production  will  be  due  to 
increased  supplies  of  beef  and  veal.  Pork,  lamb,  and  mutton  production  will 
be  below  the  1961  level  for  the  last  half  of  the  year. 

The  outlook  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  was  for  an  increase  in  the 
to^al  meat  supply  about  equal  to  the  population  increase,  with  per  capita  con- 
sumption slightly  below  the  l6l.l  pounds  used  last  year.  However,  with  the 
increase  in  imports  the  first  half  of  this  year,  per  capita  consumption  of  meat 
for  the  year  as  a  whole,  probably  will  exceed  last  year  slightly. 

In  mid-May,  hog  slaughter  started  its  seasonal  decrease  to  a  midsummer 
low.  Prices  edged  up  in  early  June,  and  as  pork  output  declined,  moved  up  more 
rapidly  the  last  half  of  June.  Slaughter  barrows  and  gilts  are  expected  to 
increase  in  price --probably  to  an  early-August  peak- -and  for  the  summer  months 
likely  will  average  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

Prices  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  likely  will  continue 
weaken  through  the  summer,  in  contrast  to  the  price  recovery  achieved  in 
August  last  year.   The  general  tendency  this  year  will  be  for  prices  to 
decline  to  a  fall  low,  with  prices  in  late  September  and  October  below  those 
of  the  comparable  period  last  year.   Slaughter  cow  prices  continued  strong 
the  first  half  of  this  year,  reflecting  a  low  level  of  cow  slaughter.   As  we 
move  into  the  late-summer  and  fall  herd-culling  season,  cow  prices  probably 
will  weaken.   The  extent  of  the  price  drop  will  depend  mainly  on  the  amount 
of  increase  in  culling. 

Lamb  prices  rose  sharply  this  spring,  as  the  market  moved  into  full- 
scale  featuring  of  spring  lambs.   This  recovery  brought  lamb  prices  to  a  level 
■':k. 00-5. 00  above  a  year  earlier.   Slaughter  lamb  prices  are  expected  to  drop 
seasonally  during  the  summer  and  fall  but  to  maintain  a  significant  margin 
over  1961  prices .
